1978 by U.S. President Jimmy Carter. Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat of £g^ and Pr^er 
Menaham Begin of Israel 

Until now, Cairo and Tel Aviv had made 
little progress in talks that began last May a nd 
which are supposed to lead to autonomy for 
the Palestinians by May 1980.

Five killed 
in Beirut 
car-bomb 

BEIRUT, Oct 27 (R) — Hve ^rsons 
were killed and more than 20 were injured 
when a car-bomb ripped through a crowded 
west Beirut street Saturday in what a 
nationalist militia leader said was an attempt 
on his life. 

Lt. Ahmed al-Khatib, commander of the 
breakaway Lebanese Arab Army, told repor- 
ters that the remote-oontroled bomb was 
meant for him but he escaped unhurt. 

The blast on the mainly Muslim side of foe 
L^anese capital wrecked more than a dozen 
parked cars and a diemisfs shop. Scores of 
hou.ses.aadstoTf< were also damaged. 

Security' sources said foe cxjrioston was 
caused by a 30 kg (66 pound) bomb packed 
next to a mortar shell. -No-one claimed 
responsibility for the attack. . 

Commander Khatib had just left his militia 
offices when the bomb went off. He said his 
car was damaged by the blast, which 
exploded seconds after he passed by. 

Tbd Lebanese Arab Anny broke away 
from the regular forces during the 1975-76 
dvil war. It supports the Palestinian com- 
mwdos in the war-ravaged south of the coun- 
try. 

Prime Minister Selim Hoss described the 
explosion as *' an ugly crime against innocent 
people.” 

“This cowardly aa is condemned by every 
citizen in rhis country,” the ptenuer said in a 
statement.

BANJUL, OcL 27 ( R) — Twelve African 
countries with large Muslim contmunitles 
agreed that Islam does not oppose femily 
plaiming. The agreement came here Friday 
night at foe dosing session of a five-day meet- 
ing of a pan-AMan corderence on Islam and 
family planning orgaiuzed by the Interna- 
tional Planned Parenthood Federation. Afri- 
can Region. 

‘‘The 44 participants from 1 2 West A Aican 
countries unanimously agreed that Islam 
does not oppose family:;planning and called 
for greater involvement ^locai Muslim lead- 
ers in African countries in encouraging fentily 
planning for the promotion of maternal and 
child Itealth.** said an officfel statement 
released at tl^ end of the conference. 

The use of contraceptives for birth control 
purposes has made little headway in 
heavily-populated Muslim countries. Obser- 
vers said Iriam was considered as the main 
obstacle. 

The foUovdng countries attended the Ban- 
jul meeting: (^meroun, Gambia. Ghana. 
Guinea, Liberia, Mali, Morocco, Nigeria, 
Senegal, Sierra Leone, Upper Volta and 
Zaire. 

The meeting was attended by representa- 
tives of Muslim associations and com- 
munities, and experts on Muslim law and the 
Holy Koran, foe statement said.

ISTANBUL, Oct. 27 (R) — News agency 
edhors from more than 20 Muslim nations 
Saturday wound up an eight-day congress 
whh a call for closer cooperation to Itelp (&- 
•seminate their information internationally- 

A communique at the end of the first con- 
gress of Muslim news agencies also called for 
an independent, nonaligned federal republic 
in Cyprus with equality for Creek and Tuiic- 
ish Cypriots. 

It backed the creation of a Palestinian state 
and called for the withdrawal of Israeli troops 
from all occupied territories. 


JEDDAH, Oct 27 (SPA) ~ King Khaled 
stressed Islamic solidarity, strict adherence to 
the Sharia, and the need for increased deter- 
mination to liberate Jerusalem in bis annual 
message to pilgrims Saturday. 

Speaki^ as well to the world Islamic 
community, the King emphasized the neces- 
sity for a just solution to the Palestinian ques- 
tion and the need for Muslims everywhere to 
giude their actions by foe dictates of Islamic 
law. 

The King spoke in a televised address to 
representatives of pilgrim delegations from 
ail over the world, including heads of state 
and officials from many Muslim countries. 

He wished them a blessed and successful 
Pilgrimage in the speech here, which was 
ghten two days before the formal beginning of 
Pilgrimage activities in Mecca. 

“It is a great honor for us to belong to the 
world Islamic community, which God has 
;>erfected. and to live on this good earth from 
which the call :o Islam first came,” he said. 

“We have the grave responsibility of carry- 
ing the banner of Islam and defending 1 l and 
to do this we must first he good, adhere to our 
ideals and use the heritage of our ancestors as 
a guide to our actions.” he said. 

The Sharia has been divinely ordained as a 
way of life and behavior, he said, and in Saudi 
Arabia, "we have been guided by the Sharia 
in all our conduct since the founding of the 
Kingdom by King Abdul Aziz.” 

“We base both our internal and external 
relations on the Sharia." he added, noting 
that “Islam calls for the happiness of all 
humanity.” 

In keeping with this, he said, the Palesti- 
nian people must be given the right to self- 
determination and the full restorution of their 
homela id and ,aLI occupied Arab territories 
including the city of Jerusalem.

their ovvn. - 

“We have been hearing voices of reason 
calling for a just solution based on the resto- 
ration of foe legitimate rights of foe Palesti- 
nians. the liberation of occupied lands and 
foe return of Jerusalem to its owm people.” be 
said. 

The King's speech was made prior to foe 
banquet be gave at Al-Bafoa Palace here 
later in foe day in honor of world leaders 
performing foe Pilgrimage and foe heads of 
the various delegations M pilgrims. 

Like the message to pilgrims, the banquet 
is a traditbnal annual affair, and this year was 
attended by a large number of princes, offi- 
cials, ulema and notables from Mecca, as well 
as members of the Shura Council and other 
dignitaries. 


In his message, he emphasized that Islam 
confers on its adherents the duty to be active 
in every field of human endeavor, from the 
spiritual to the political to the educational. 

“ We have to do our duty, both social and 
civic, in various fields, since our aim is to call 
for adherence to the right path and to work 
sincerely and objectively to explain our 
beiiefr ” he said. 

He said there is a special duty on ail Mus- 
lims to guide their youth in the right paths, to 
understand their problems, and to take 
advantage of their capabilities by setting a 
good example through solid moral behavior. 

“ We have to appreciate their problems and 
especially foe challenges that face them, 
including foe foreign intellectual influences 
which surround them. We should not be too 
tough with them. We ought to be gentle and 
persuasive and learn how to treat them well.'' 
he said. 

At the same time, he said, Muslims every- 
where should be on guard against con- 
spiracies which seek to trap them and turn 
them away from the pafo of unity and 
brofoerhcN^ toward ideologies and systems 
which are contrary to Islam. 

He called on the world's Muslims to close 
ranks and maintain their unity, as was advised 
by the Prophet Muhammad.

South Korea stunned by shooting of President Park 


SEOUL, OcL 27 (Agencies) — Soutii 
Kor^ appeared stunned but calin Saturday 
following the killmg of President Park 
Qumg^hM, who had nil^ the countiy with 
an iron-grq> for 19 year^.in what the ^- 
emment deserfoed as.ai shooting brawL > 

Martfel law was declared for the.entiie 
country, and Ftemier Choi Kyu-bah was 
aamejd acting {n^dent in ain etaer^ncy 
calMoet sesaon Friday night, just four hours 
after the president's death.. 

The ci^s regents seemed shocked, 
gatberingfo front of public bulletin boards 
There were no disturbances. 

A government spokesman park, was 

shot dead Friday night by Soufo Korea's 
Central Ihtelli^noe chief, Kim jae-kyu, 
during a dinner at KCIA headquarters just 
500 meters from the presidenf s residence, 
following an aiguaient betweea. Kun and 
Parks chtef bodyguard, Cha Chi-ifoui. Cha 
and four other security guards were also 
killed. 

The spokesman said the KCIA diiecfor 
fixed fee shot that kiMed Paric accidentally, 
but no other information was immediate 
available oonoecning the incident . 

The ^keanan (^ficfelly denied that any 
coup attempt had taken place. 

The 61-year old ^rk died at 7:50 p.m. 
Friday, whfie' being rushed to a nearby army 
hospftaL The cal^t sdet at 11 p.m., and 
issued a rifort statement at 4 a.m. saying 
only that Choi had been named acting pres- 
ide^ and that marHai law bad been 
dedaini. 

The first announcement made do refer- 
ence'to Park, and rumors qtti^y swept foe 


capita] that coup had occurred, or that Park 
had been killed by an assassin. 

About 3 a.m.. Information Minister Kira 
Seong-jin announced that Park had been 
killed by the KClA diief in an accidental 
shooting. 

Acth^ President Choi received quick and 
pubfic assurances of support Satui^y from 
the nation's militaiy ctiiefe, and from the 
United States both in a peraonal visit from 
U.S. Ambassador William Gleysteen and in 
a letter from President Jimmy Carter 
released in Washington. 

Choi went on national radio at 10 a.m. 
(0100 GMIO to call for cahn. 

“This is not the time for frustration, or to 
be at a loss," Choi said in an emotion-laden 
voice. “This is foe time for all 37 miliion 
Koreans m stay calm and do their best to 
preserve our countiy for our survival." 

- c^ said the armed forces had been 
placed on aiert“to guard against any North 
Korean moves against South Kqrea." 

The 3^000 U.S. troops here were also 
placed on a “Level Three" alert, according 
to ’ ftffOTaig in Washingtoq. Level Three was 
said to be one step up from their normal 
status. 

Thetifk-year-qld Choi, aclose and trusted 
ally of Park, is a career diplomat He was 
ambassador to Malaysia, foiei^ minister 
and a member of the South Korean delega- 
tion to the talks with North Korea in 1972- 

73- . 

Phni is regarded as a modest and sort- 
spoken man, and considezed an adminis- 
trator rather than a politidarL Thus he 
would appear to have little political power 
or support. 


Economic Minister Shin Hyon-hwack 
issued a statement saying Soufo Korea's 
economic policies would not be affected by 
the death of Park. 

“All economic poUdes will be main- 
tained as before," Shin said. “We will 
guarantee free eoononuc activities, will 
maintain all economic cooperative relations 
with other nations, and wiQ protect foreign 
residents and their property. 

World leaders meanwlule expressed con- 
dolences over the death of Park. 

Indonesian protocol director Joop Ave 
said Prerident Suharto was, “shocke«f' by 
the news, but said it was soJely an internal 
affair of Soufo Korea.' 

In Taipei. Nationalist Chinese I^sident 
Chiang CUai^-kuo said of condolences to 
arring South Koxean president Choi “lam 
deeply grieved upon learning the pashing of 
bis excellency. President Park Chung-1^. 

“The government and the people of foe 
Republic of China share foe sorrow with 
our Korean friends the loss of an outstand- 
ing leader, please accept my profound sym- 
pathy and condolences.” 

A spokesman for foe Thai milita^ 
described Park as “a strong and pragmatic 
man iriio enabled his country to make great 
progress.” 

He added: “we don't know much about 
foe rituation in South Korea but we feel 
very sorry for foe loss of its leader.” 

The Soviet news media gave only brief 
coverage Saturday to foe death of Park. 

Japanese Prime Minister Masayofoi 
Ohira and the Japanese government 
offered their condolences and in a telegram 


to Choi. Ohira expressed surpnse over 
Park’s death and said be hoped foe situation 
in Soufo Korea“wUl be restored as soon as 
possible.” 

President Ferdinand E. Marcos of foe 
Philq>I^mes praised Park, a personal 
friend, as an able leader and a champion of 
stability and peace. 

“ Asia and foe world lost in this tragedy an 
able leader, who did so much to bring stabil- 
ity and progress to his country and worked 
otiter leaders to ease tensioos and anx- 
ieties in Asia," Marcos wired Park' s chil- 
dren. 

In Singapore, Foreign Minister Sin- 
nathamby Rajaratnamsaid“foougb the cir- 
cumstances leading to President Park 
Chung-bee's death are not clear, it is our 
hope that foe stablity Soufo Korea enjoyed 
under his administration would not be shat- 
tered." 

In Hong Kong .ommunist newspaper 
claimed the United States could be respons- 
ible for Park’s death. 

The Chinese-language New Evening Fo$t 
editorially said” reports have been circulat- 
ing in Seoul that the United States might 
ha^ something to do with foe incadenL 

“Washington had been dissatisfied with 
^ik Chung-bee's attitude toward bis 
oppoation party. Park Chung-bee's high- 
handed way to expel foe leader of foe main 
oppoatioQ party from the national assem- 
bly had resulted in riots and demoostrations 
in Posan. 

“This bad increased rhe dissatisfaction

39 die in Upper Egypt floods 


CAIRO, OcL 27 (R) — At least 39 persons died 
in Egypt's worst fioods in 25 years width left 
thousands homeless in Upper Egypt and, wrecked 
half the nation's sugar cane crop. 

Interior Ministry officials' said a huge rescue 
operatfon including the army was under way to 
provide tents, clothes, food, medidneand essentials 
to more than 20,000 vOlagets who lost their homes 
in foe flafo floods, first reported three days ^o. 

Appeals have already gone out to the Swiss and 
West Gennan Red Cross societies for help and the 
government has launched a national appeal for 

funds. . , I

land. Freak toneniial rains created torrents which 

wrecked 34 villages. 


Estimates of damage to crops alone range up toS 
9,8 million with severs) million dollars more in lost 
cattle, and wrecked bouses, roads and agricultural

Army and air-force helicopters flew in food and 

drinking water to several villages still isolated by the 
poods which have wa.,..ed away more than four 
thousand bouses. 

Array engineers were building emergency 
bridges across torrents cutting the villages off and 
broug; ' in large pumps and other equipment to 
clear away water and move the thousands of tons of 
mud clogging the whole areas. 

The government is drawing up plans to build new 
villages but in the meantime the homeless are being 
boused in tent towns.

T^ bouses, each with a floor 
area of ISO square meters, will be 
based on the Victor system man- 
ufecnired in Bradford northern 
England. 

Twenty men from Britain are in 
Saudi Arabia working on the pro- 
ject as a complete, multi-skilled 
team capable of supervising 
locally-recruited labor. 

The company, which is already 
involved in establishing a base in 
Riyadh, wiU also be sending its 
sales director to live on the com- 
pound, from where be hopes to 
organize a sales force. This follows 
negotiations with the firm's part- 
ners in Saudi Arabia, the Omega 
engineering group, to set up a 
maintenance company in the 
country.

Government must create 
settlements, Sharon says 


TEL AVIV, Oct. 27 (AP) — 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
says (hut the government is bound 
to create new settlements in 
occupied Arab territory. 

“If the government doesn't 
keep its promise to setde Judea, 
Samaria and the -Golan Heights, 
then it has no right to exist,” Sha- 
ron said in an Israel radio inter- 


view Friday. 

The minister, who heads the 
govemmenCs drive for settle- 
ments in the West Bank and Gaza, 
is a militant supporter of ultra- 
rightist West Bank settlers who 
have increased demands lately 
that the government expropriate 
large tracts of land for Jewish set- 
tlement. 


The Israelis want a near doubl- 
ing in aid, from $ 1 .8 billion to $3.4 
bOlion a year. But Bennet said the 
serious economic situation in 
Israel could not be improved in 
the long haul by the huge infusion 
of new U.S. financial aid which the 
Israeli government is now seeking. 

‘Tm sympathetic, but I think 
ultimately the only solution is not 
in terms of increa^g levels of 
foreign support on a permanent 
bas^ but in terms'of getting a set- 
tlement as quickly as they can on 
the West Bank and Gaza issue.” 
he said. 

Bennet said Israel should seize 
the opportunity provided by the 
Camp David accords to negotiate 
an end to its military rule in the 
occupied areas as soon as possible. 

A settlement would reduce the 
need for U.S. aid, he said, but this 
did not mean any aid cutoff threat 
would be used to pressure Israel 
into concessions. 

Bennet sard he noted in his 
travels on both sides of the Jordan 
River a striking difference bet- 
ween rapid economic growth on 
the Jordanian East Bank and 
stagnation on the West Bank, 
which has been occupied by Israel 
since the 1967 war. 

Jordan has been expanding 
irrigation projects and building 
public facilities such as schools 
and hospitals to encourage people 
to move into the East Bank, he 
said. 

But little effort has been made 
to develop the West Bank because 
"nobody in Israel really seems to 
expect the occupied territories to 
become a stable place," he said.

He underwent gall bladder surgery Wednesday, 
and it was revealed that he was sufrering from lymphoma, cancer of 
the lymph system, a disease be had had for several years. 

Protesters, mostly expatriate Iranians, have been demonstrating 
outside the hospital shouting “Death to the Shah,” and saying he 
should not be allowed to die peacefolly in bed because of his crimes 
before he was ousted by forces now beaded by Ayatollah Khomeini.

Syrian move, 1 favored letting the 
countries most immediately con- 
cemed take the princip^ re^n- 
ability. Since ] considered an 
Israeli response to tm Iraqi or 
Syrian move almost certain, 1 
thought the best use of our power 
in that contingency was to deter 
Soviet intervention against Israel. 
A consensus developed around 
these propositions. 

I informed Noon. He still held 
tohisearlierviewthatajiyrhilitary 
operatioas be American only; he 
wanted us to move alone against 
Iraqi or Syrian intervention or 
fedayeen upheajrals and keep 
Israel out. 

The position' of the security 
adviser when he disagrees with the 
President is extremely delicate. 
The President must have the 
assurance that 1^ adviser will act 
as his extension and will see to it 
that his wishes are carried out by 
the depaxtm^ts. On the other 
hand, the President must be able 
to count on being warned if his 
orders are dangerous. This was 
especially important for Nixon, 
given bis tendency toward 
impetuous declarations that he 
never expected to see 
implemented. In the Jordan crisis 
I solved the problem by having 
two contingency plans prepared 
simultaneously: one embodying 
the President's preference for 
unilateral American action; the 
other reflecting the WSAC coin 
sensus for the United States to 
hold the ring against outside, inter- 
vention. The President would then 
be able to dioose when, the 
moment for decision .arrived. 



On September 9, Soviet charge' 
•Yuli -M.- Vorontsov informed us 
(via Sisco) that the Soviets had 
urged restraint in both Jordan and 
Ir^. However, the language of 
the Soviet admonition was hardly 
calculated to douse any tires. 
Moscow bad told the Arabs that 
moderation was desirable because 
conflict among them would only 
help their enemies, specifically 
^the Israeli aggressors and the 
imperialistic forces behind them" 
.-~.a crude slap at us. In my view, 
the. Kremlin was playing the Jor- 
dan crisis as it had the cease-fire. It 
made formally correct noises but 
did nothing constructive to 
reverse the drift toward crisis. By 
informing Jordan that it consi- 
dered us an enemy of the Arabs, 
the Soviet Union was assaulting 
the very foundation of Jordan's 
traditional policy. Sending the text 
of this demarche to the State 
Department without attempting 
to soften its language was also 
provocative; Moscow obviously 
did not yet believe that it was run- 
ning a serious risk. 

The WSAG met again on the 
afternoon of September 10. By 
that time the Palestinians had 
changed their demands, partly as a 
result of the united front that we 
had managed to hold together. 
The British, Swiss, and Germans 
had agreed to hand over the 
fedayeen prisoners in their cus- 
tody only after all hostages were 
released. The Palestinians then 
proposed the exchange of all 
women, children, and sick passen- 
gers for the fedayeen held in 
Europe; a// the men would be ran- 
somed for a// the fedayeen held by 
Israel. 

We accelerated our contingenc>’ 
. planning. Once the departments 
' understand that the White House 
is serious, they frequently discover 
possibilities for action untraagined 
when they believe the course is 
one of minimum risk. At the Sep- 
tember 10 WSAG meeting 


Admiral Moorer reported that 
previously agreed alert measures 
hart reduced the reaction time of 
our forces in Europe by nearly 
half He had found two sub- 
marines to send to the Mediterra- 
nean to keep track of the Soviet 
fleet. An amphibious maneuver 
off Crete was due to end Sep- 
tember 14; the forces in it, con- 
taining a Marine landing team, 
could be kept off the coast of 
Lebanon if the crisis continued. 1 
asked the Joint Chiefs to study 
whether and how tbe United 
States could sustain military oper- 
ations in Jordan if the President 
should follow his preference of 
unilateral American action. I 
knew that the group was opposed 
tosuchacourse,butIdidnotwant ' 
“to be in a position where the 
President ordered something 
without our knowing what we 
must do...." Helms expressed the 
view that Hussein would probably 
seek to avoid a showdown with the 
fedayeen for fear of intervention 
by Syria or Iraq. I disagreed: 
“That means his end. There is no 
way for him to get back control 
without fighting.” 1 considered a 
confrontation inevitable even 
though a new truce had been 
agreed to between tbe govern- 
ment and tbe fedayeen. It was a 
debate to which events would give 
a reply soon enough: it did not 
need to be resolved in tbe abstract. 
We had done what was possible to 
prepare for the coming storm. 

On September 11 the alert 
measures of the previous two days 
began to pay o^ Rumors of our 
fleet movements were translated 
by the gossip mill in Amman into 
reports of imminent American 
intervention. Red Cross represen- 
tative Rochat reported that "fan- 
tastic tension" reigned at 
fedayeen headquarters, and he 
fully expected them to take some 
action to demonstrate that they 
would not be intimidated. Ail air- 
craft had been wired for bombing, 
but the passenger^ had been 
removed from them. That our 
threat was not without its effect 
became apparent at the end of tbe 
day when fedayeen suddenly 
released a group of eighty-eight 
hostages, including some Ameri- 
cans but not dual-nationalities. 

The difference between Rogere 
and me in our approach to crisis 
management came into focus on 


That day. Rogers believed it desir- 
able to reassure nervous adver- 
saries that we intended them no 
harm. My view was the opposite, 
that once we were embarked on 
confrontation, implacability was 
the best as well as the safest^ 
course. Rogers thought calming 
the atmosphere would contribute 
to its resolution; 1 believed that it 
was the danger that the situation 
might get out of hand which pro- 
vided the incentive for rapid set- 
tlemenL Rogers now briefed the 
Congressional leaders with the 
same argument he had used three 
days earlier with the President: 
We had considered every possible 
military step for rescuing the hov 
tages and concluded that nothing 
would work — thus vitiating the 
impact oi the military movements 
that had been arran^d to create 
exactly the opposite impression. It 
was fortunate that tbe I^estinians 
believed our actions and not our 
words; they probably considered 
the Congressional briefing as an 
attempt to trick them. 

■ That morning the President. 
Laird, Rogers and I met the Con- 
gressional leadership in the Oval 
Office. I was suddenly called out 
of the meeting by a frantic Sisco, 
who had brought with him a report 
that because of the menacing 
moves of the Sixth Fleet the Pales- 
tinians were threatening to kill the 
remaining hostages. We con- 
cluded the leadership meeting as 
rapidly as possible without creat- 
ing a panic. The President asked 
Rogers and Laird to stay behind 
and invited Sisco to join us. Sisco 
and Rogers pressed for a public 
statement forswearing any 
American military action. 1 was 
opposed. Reassuring the feda> cen 
would simply reward outrageous 
threats, strengthen their bargain- 
ing position, and give us a harder 
problem laieron if we h?^ to act in 
an emergency. Instead, 1 lavored a 
communication to Arab govern- 
ments that tbe killing of hostages 
would have serious consequences. 
Nixon supported my recommen- 
dation. 

As a result I drafted a carefully 
ambiguous statement for Ron 
Ziegler to read, which called 
attention to a Red Cross state- 
ment to the effect that no militaiy 
action was "contemplated. This 
could mean anything. Sisco and I 
also drafted a warning note to 


Arab governments on the hos- 
tages. Even though the message 
had been ordered by the Presi- 
dent, and its text approved by him, 
the Arab experts at State inter- 
vened at the last moment with the 
argument that threats were likely 
to trigger the excitable Arabs into 
exactly the opposite course from 
what was intended. I did not insist 
and urged the President to drop 
the matter. This was not the rime 
for acrimonious debate over a 
telegram. Decisions would be 
determined by actions, not words. 

With the President's approval I 
told Admiral Moorer that the 
Sixth Fleet should nor be too 
meticulous about maintaining 
radio silence. In this way the 
Soviets would rapidly learn of our 
fleet movements; we would have 
conveyed a warning in a manner 
much more serious than a dip- 
lomatic note. On September 12 
the Palestinians blew up the three 
empty planes with spectacular 
public effect, and continued to 
hold hostages in various unknown 
locations in Amman. NLxon and 1 
discussed the increasing likeli- 
hood that our contingency plans 
would have to be activated. 1 
reminded him of the interagency 
consensus in the WSAG that 
American ground forces would be 
preferable for tbe purpose of 
evacuation but that in case of a 
showdown between the King and 
the fedayeen backed tbe Iraqi 
forces we should let Israel take the 
brunt. The President still would 
not hear of Israeli intervention; he 
wanted to use American ground 
forces for both contingencies. It 
was not essential that we resolved 
the differences just then. But 
Nixon's preference had the practi- 
cal consequence that I pressed in 
the WSAG to move more Ameri- 
can forces into the area more 
rapidly than we might otherwise 
have done. 

On September 13-14 our big- 
gest concern was the growing evi- 
dence that at least the Germans, 
and probably the British, were on 
the verge of breaking the united 
negotiating front and dealing 
separately for their nationals. This 
fear was reinforced by a Palesti- 
nian statement that American 
hostages would be treated as 
Israelis. Soviet warships were 
beginning to shadow our Sixth 
Fleet off the coast of Lebanon; but 


the balance of naval strength in 
the Mediterranean was over- 
whelmingly in our favor and grow- 
ing more so daily. There had been 
no diplomatic contact with the 
Soviet Union since September 9. 
The Kremlin seemed to have 
assumed its most advantageous 
course was observing from the 
sidelines the disintegration of the 
Kingdom of Jordan and the grow- 
ing discomfiture of the United 
States. 

It proved to be a mistaken calcu- 
lation. In every crisis a point is 
reached where one side must 
decide whether to clinch its gains 
or to gamble for more. If the 
Soviet Union had around Sep- 
tember 10 pressed for the release 
of hostages and a cease-fire, the 
gain for the fedayeen would have 
been massive; the authority of the 
King would have been gravely 
weakened. Instability In Jordan 
would have been added to insec- 
urity along the Suez Canal; Soviet 
prestige would have been demons- 
trated and reinforced. But by get- 
ting too greedy — by not helping 
to rein in their clients — ■ the 
Soviets gave us the opportunity to 
restore the equilibrium before the 
balance of forces bad been fun- 
damentallv changed. 

At the end of the second week 
in September the Palestinians had 
destroyed all four airplanes but 
had achieved no basic concessions 
either from the United States or 
from Israel. Our tone had become 
increasingly firm; above all, we 
were almost hourly augmenting 
our military forces in the area. At 
this point, whether because our 
readiness measures had given him 
a psychologicai lift or because he 
was reaching the point of despera- 
tion, tbe tough little King resolved 
on an all-out confrontation with 
the fedayeen. The showdown 
some of us had expected and 
others had dreaded was finally 
upon us. 

Showdown WiUi the Fedayeen 
Late on September 15, Dean 
Brown, our newly arrived Ambas- 
sador to Jordan, sent in an urgent' 
cable from Amman that Hussein 
had decided to reestablish law and 
order in his capital. After sur- 
rounding the city with loyal army 
troops, the King would announce 
the formation of a military gov- 
ernment early on September 16. 
He would not press the issue, but if 


the fedayeen resisted he was pre- 
pared to use whatever force was 
needed to affirm his authority. 

Hussein urgently requested that 
the United States use its influence 
to keep Israel from prejudicing or 
aggravating the situation. The 
King also noted that he might have 
to call for assistance if other Arab 
states intervened. Dean Brown 
added his own assessment: while 
matters were closer to a show- 
down than before, the King might 
be bluffing: he might also be mak- 
ing the opening move in a complex 
negotiation that could end in a 
compromise. Nor did Brown 
believe that intervenion by Iraq or 
Syria was likely. I was convinced 
otherwise: in my view the show- 
down was now inevitable. The 
next day's events would tell the 
story. 

Brown's cable arrived as 1 was 
eo route by helicopter to Airlie 
House in Virginia, one of the 
many former private estates on 
the East Coast that have been 
given over to philanthropic and 
academic activities. Melvin Laird 
was being honored for his ser\ices 
to public health while in the House 
of Representatives. Laird had 
assembled all his associates and 
friends, which meant everybody of 
consequence in Washington. The 
WSAG was there in black tie: 
Packard. Moorer, Helms, Sibco. 
and I. just as dinner was starting. I 
received a phone call from Al 
Haig informing me of Dean 
Brown's message. Shortly after- 
ward, at about 9:00 p.m.. I was 
called to the phone again. Haig 
informed me that Sir Denis 
GreenhiJI, the permanent head of 
the British Foreign Office, had 
tried to reach me. In my absence 
he had conveyed to Haig the 
judgment of Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment that a pitched battle bet- 
ween the Jordanian army and the 
fedayeen seemed inevitable. On 
behalf of Prime Minister Edward 
Heath be wanted to know whai 
our intentions were, especially 'if 
the King should find himself in dif- 
ficulty. And what was our attitude 
toward Israeli inter\'ention? The 
Prime Minister might wish to talk 
to the President personally later 
during the night. 

It was a good example of the 
"special relationship" between 
Britain and the United States, 


which enabled ideas to be 
exchanged at the highest levels 
outside of official channels with- 
out formality or protocol. It was, 
as well, a warning signal that could 
not be ignored. The Brown mes- 
sage had left some room for doubt, 
but Heath would not consider a 
call to Nixon unless Britain judged 
tbe situation to be grave. If the 
President was to talk to the Prime 
Minister, we needed to get our 
thinking in order. After consulta- 
tion with Laird, Packard, and 
Sisco, 1 therefore collected the 
WSAG members and we returned 
to Washington by helicopter. 

The WSAG convened from 
10:30 p.ra. to close to midnight in 
the White House Situation Room 
and continued afterward in my 
office up-stairs. Still ele^nt in our 
dinner jackets, we reviewed the 
possible contingencies: outbreak 
of war between the King and the 
fedayeen; Iraqi involvement (for 
some unknown reason no one in 
either Amman or Washington 
expected Syrian tniervendon); or 
armed intervention by the United 
States at least for puiposes of 
evacuation. The meeting con- 
firmed the judgments of the pre- 
vious week. The King would 
probably defeat the fedayeen. 
Israel would almost certainly 
intervene if the fedayeen seemed 
to gain the upper hand; it would 
surely do so if Iraq moved. If Israel 
acted, everyone agreed that the 
United States should stand aside 
but block Soviet retaliation 
against Israel. To show our sup- 
port, material help should be 
offered to the King immediately. 
Whatever happened, our readi- 
ngss would have to be intensified. 

Around midnight on September 
1 5 I called Greenhiil over a secure 
phone which is supposed to make 
intercepts impossible. It accomp- 
lishes this by making tbe conversa- 
tion nearly unintelligible to the 
speakers, tempting one to shout so 
loudly as to make it impossible for 
others anywhere within reach of 
one's voice not to overhear, thus 
creating an additional security 
risk. 1 told Greenhiil that we 
attached the greatest importance 
to Hussein's survival. The Presi- 
dent had not made a final decision 
but American military involve- 
ment as a la.st resort could not be 
excluded.

The protection of Official 
friformation Bill, unveiled Friday, 
will repeal the notorious catch-all 
Section 2 of the 191 1 Official Sec- 
rets Act under which unauthor- 
ized disclosure and publication of 
even trivial ofBdal information is 
an offence. 

Hie bill, which officials expect 
fo become law by next summer, 
vrill lift the veil of secrecy from a 
sride range of official informatioa 
oontidered clasafied, including 
many non-security cabinet docn- 
ments and currency data. 

But the important areas of 
defense, oommunications with 
other governments and interna- 
tional organizations, security, 
mteUigence, authorized wiretaps 


and mad intercepts, criminal law 
enforcement and confidential 
industrial material will remain 
secret 

Significantly, the bill provides 
for documents to be clashed by 
unidentified “responsible 
autborfties." 

Anyone, from government offi- 
cials to private citizens, who dis- 
closes clastified raateri^ will face 
a tvro-year prison sentence and an 
nnUmitftri Rne when the bill 
becomes law. 

The bill is almost a carbon copy 
of a similar move made by former 
Prime Nfisister James Callaghan' s 
Labor administration last July, 
primarily to counter a campaign 
by Labor’s leftwing for greater 
ptfolic access to official informa- 
tion.

U.S. probes illegal benefit 
to aliens in deals, hiring 


WASHINGTON. OcL 27 (AP) 
— The U.S. gowmment has been 
atited to look into the possibility 
of losses to the United States of 
hundreds of millions of dollars a 
y^ in alleged underpricing of 
military sales to other countries, 
overpayment of foreign emp- 
loyees and old age pensions for 
people who entered the country 
ille^ly. 


The sugges^n comes from the 
General Accounting Office, an 
organization set up by Congress to 
keep an eye on government spend- 
ing.

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JAMES BAY PROJECT. Quebec, Oct. 27 (R) — Quebec Pre- 
mier Rene Levesque pulled the inaugural switch this weekend at the 
most powerful hydroelectric complex in North America, James Bay. 

The $ 16 billion project spreads across a wild, bleak area of 
northwestern Quebec which formerly belonged to local Indians. 

It will draw on a watershed the size of England and involve 130 km 
of dikes, 1,600 km of roads, four powerhouses, the rerouting of three 
major rivers and the creations of half a dozen lakes, one of diem the 
biggesr in the province. 

James Bay can generate more power than Quebec needs this 
winter and some could be sold to Che United States, where eoei^ is a 
pressing problem. 

New York and other northeastern states of the U.S. have expre- 
ssed interest in the power but no firm arrangements are known to 
have been worked out. 

Levesque is expected to seek maximum prominence for his 
separatist views when he inaugurates the largest of the three James 
Bay dams, generating 5,300 megawatts. 

Two othe'r dams are still being completed and the entire complex is 
expected to generate over 10.000 megawatts by 1985. 

Levesque's provincial government wants to split the largely 
French-speaking Quebec from Canada while keeping economic 
links. It will seek popular support for the move in a referendum next 
spring. 

There is political irony in Premier Levesque's support for James 
Bay. 

In the early 1970s be led a spirited fight ag^st it, claiming h was 
proving too expensive and was violating the r^ts of the 10,000. 
Indians and Inuit feskimo) in the area. But James Bay proved popu- 
lar on other counts, including its provision of many jobs. 

The cost of the scheme has more than doubled since the original 
estimates were made, a result of inflation and interest on loans 
contracted by Hydro-Quebec, the province's power company. 

The staggering price and other drawbacks led the government to 
consider lengthening the construction time and thus spreading out 
the costs. 

But a decision was made to complete the work as planned and the 
initial power will actually be flowing south six months ahead of 
schedule. 

Tanzania oil noncommercial 

DAR ES SALAAM, Oct. 27 ( AP) — Oil found off the southern 
Tanzanian coast appeard to be in non-commercial quantities, says 
President Julius Nyerere, and he has warned Tanzanians against 
“false hopes." 

Speaking to government officials Friday in the central Tanzanian 
town of Dodoma, Nyerere said statements last week by Tanzanian 
officials that the World Bank has agreed to finance drilling at Son- 
gobongu island are not correct.

Industrial electronics market booming 


By Alexander Auerbach 


LOS ANGELES, Oct 27(APJ — “We are not 
competing with Panasonicor Zenith,'’ says Koichni 
Tsunoda, “but with IBM and Xerox." 

As president of Sony Video Products Cb. one of 
the three marketing arras of the American subudi- 
aiy of Sony Corp., T^sunoda seems an imlike|y com- 
petitor for IBM or Xerox. l£s company, aner ail, 
sells the Betamax videotape recorder, a hot con- 
sumer product but hardly an indispensable business 
machine. 

.Most video reebrdera sold today are used for 
home entertainment, Tsunoda acknowledges, and 
home enteitainmenc will probably be the largest 
immediate source of sales for videodisc players 
when they are eventually introduced in commercial 
quantities. 

But business information is the real market, he 
claims. "The industrial electronics market is more 
than three tiroes the size of the consumer electron- 
ics market in the United States. And the g^ is 
widming." 

Almost every large coiporation already uses vid- 
eotape machines for training and communicatians, 
circulating everything from updates on jet engine 
repair to pep talks from tte board chairman. 
Dozens of companies have their own "video net- 
works," consisting of a studio at headquarters and 
hundreds or even thousands of playback machines 
in the field. 

Sdiools and colleges also have adopted video 
recording as a teaching tool that allows students to 
"attend” taped classes at their own convenience. 

But ail of this is just a beginning, said Tsunoda 
during an interview here recently. He was in Los 
Angeles to address the American Film Institute's 
conference on film and teleidsion. 

Sony doesn’t expect the business market for 
video recording to blossom overnight, said 
Tsunoda. But long lead times are nothing new to the 
company, whidi introduced its first videotape 
recorder here in 1963 ■— to widespread indiffer- 


ence. 


" We would demonstrate the machine, explaining 
carefully what it did and how it worked," he recalls. 
"Then people would look at it for awMIe and say, 
'Okay, 1 see where you record the sound, but where 
do you hide the fiJm?* " 

It took a lot of hard, patient selling for Sony to 


penetrate the broadcast video recording market 
and subsequently the industrial market with its tape 
machines, which used wide tape. But that experi- 
ence paid off when it introduced its Betamax player^ 
using half-inch tape, in 1976. 

“ We had simplified the technology for the user, 
and we knew the market was ready," he says. 

For the moment, however, Sony does not believe 
the market is quite ready for a videodisc player, 
Tkunoda says. 

“Our approach to disc is veiy versatile. We may 
go with an optical system or some other approach. 
That is not the issue. But we feel a hasty introduc- 
tion of disc machines may kill what we have been 
building up all these years. It might confuse die 
market." 

Unlike tape machines, which can record material 
either by video cameras or off the airwaves, disc 
players are useless unless a supply of programming 
on discs is available for purchase. At present, only 
Mangavox is marketing — on a test b^s — a laser 
disc player, witii discs made by a unit of MCA Inc. 

"With a disc raadiine you really are selling soft- 
ware. Unless you have ttet software lined up and 
ready to deliver, you really can't proceed," says 
tsunoda. 

Sony won’ t disclose how near it is to introducing a 
disc player, nor if it has talked with motion picture 
studios and other potential supplies of program- 
ming or "software.’ 

Tsunoda believes that videotape machines will 
continue to sell after disc players are introduced, 
just as audio tape machines and record players now 
share the stereo sound market 

EHsc players, even more than videotape units, will 
have widespread applications in buaness, Tsunoda 
says. Optical disc systems, which '‘read" (figrtally 
encoded video rignals pages of text on one video, 
disc. A player can "freeze" any page and display it 
on a TV screen just as earily as showing a moving 
image. 

Tbe capabili^ — which many tape machines lack 
■— clearly has potential for information storage and 
retrieval, catalogs and other business uses. 

Both tape and disc machines can be linked earily 
to computer systems, in two ways. 

New Sony tape machines have “random access" 
feature that allows their quick location of images 
stored anywhere on the tape. Laser-based disc 
players would do this even more easily.

NEW YORK, Oct 27 (AP) — The usually sol- 
emn drama of national monetary poliqf took a slap- 
stick twist this past week. But few Wall Streeters 
were amused. 

As a result of a clerical error at an unidentified 
bank, tte Federal Reserve announced late Thurs- 
day that its estimate of the money supply earlier this 
month had been overstated by S tiuM billion. 

In effect, that meant that a$ 2.8 bdllion jump in 
the money supply that had been reported a week 
before actually never occurred. 

If they had gotten the word some other way, stock 
and bond traders might well have been delisted at 
such si gns, however tentative, of a slowing in 
monetary growth. 

A reduced growth rate, after aH is the Fed's 
stated goal in its effort to get infiation under con- 
trol. 

But a week ago Friday, the markets had experi- 
enced one of dteir worst days of a bad luontii m ~ 
re^Qse to the original statistics. 

The Fed was able to diange its numbera; Bnt 
there was no way to go back and revise the IS.44 
point drop the Ctow Jones industrial aven^ took 
oif OcL 19, or the steep losses many fiiw and 
indivjduais sustained the same day in the bond mar- 
kets. 

So word of the Fed s error came as a new bomb- 
shell to Wall Streeters already a bit shell-shocked 
by the markets violent behavior overthepastthree 
weeks. 

"If I had a white flag on my desk, 1 would have 
raised it this morning," a. bond trader at.a leading 
Wall Street finn said Friday. 

Stock-market investors, likewise, seemed to be 
slightly numbed by it all.

Gomez hammered Perez to the 
floor three times in the fifth round,

Gomez said in his dressing room 
he hoped to fight Lopez, the WBC 
featherweight champion, early in 
1980. 

Madison Square Garden 
matchmaker Gil Clancy said he 
would try to arrange a Lopez- 
Gomez match for April next year. 
But first, Clancy said, he wanted 
Gomez to defend his super ban- 
tamweight crown once more — 
against David Vasquez. a Puerto 
Rican living in New York. 

After drawing his first profes- 
sional bout, Gomez has won 27 
consecutive fights, all inade the 
distance. 

This was his lOth straight 
knockout in a title defense to tie a 
record held by former lightweight 
champion Roberto Duran of 
Panama.

South Africa to probe nuclear blast report 


PRETORIA, Oct. 27 (AP) — The South 
Af ^n navy Saturday began investigating 
the possibility that a report^ nuclear expl^, 
Sion in the general area of the South Atlantic 
and Indian Oceans was caused by an accident 
on board a Soviet nuclear submarine. 

'* We wouldn’t investigate it if it weren't a 
real possibility,” said d^nse forces spokes- 
man Col. Kobus Bosman in a telephone 
mterview. 

“1 can't go beyond what Fve already said. 
And if we have any other data we wouldn't 
release it now,” he said without offering any 
evidence that the Soviets were involved. The 
chief of the navy. Vice Adm. J.C. Walters, 
sa id in a statement: ** It is a matter of common 
knowledge that there was during the period 
of September, for instance, a Soviet Echo II 
class nuclear submarine in kthe vicinity of the 
strategic passages and the cape.” 

The American Embassy said it bad not 
been informed of the navy* $ decision to inves- 
tigate possible Soviet connection with the 
Sept. 22 explosion. 

U.S. intelligence reports released Thurs- 
day suggested that South Africa had deto- 
nated a nuclear device in the southern hemis- 
phere. 

But on Friday, U.S. Defense Department 
said there was no independent evi- 
dence that would link a particular country 
with the explosion. 

John Barratt, director of the Institute of 
Internationai Affairs, said chat several coun- 
tries had the capability to detonate a nuclear

explosion in the area defined by the U.S. 
State Department. 

He named Pakistan, India, Brazil and 
Argentina. 

Dr. J.W.L. OeviUiers, president of the 
South African Atomic Eneigy Board has said 
it was “complete nonsense”to suggest South 
Africa might have conducted a nuclear test. 

U.S. Defense officials have not ruled out 
the possibility that the bright li^t'detected 
by an American satellite could have been 
caused by “ a osmbination of natural events,” 
and the government of Prime Minister P.W. 
Botha has denied exploding any nuclear 
device.

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WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (R) — The 
United States and its Western aUies are con- 
adering unilateiai withdrawal of up to 1,000 
nuclear weapons from NATO stockpiles, the 
State Department said Friday. 

Spokesman Hodding Carter said that if the 
North Atlantic Alliance agreed late this year 
.to modernize its forces by deploying up to 
600 nuclear-tipped cruise missiles or 
Pershing-2 rocket^ the Alliance would be in 
a position to streamline its forces by eliminat- 
mg old warheads. 

Tte proposal was presented over the last 
week to NATO leaders by an American mis- 
sion headed by Deputy National Security 
Adviser David Aaron. Officials said tfre 
response in West European capitals was 
fevorable. 

U.S. officials said the warheads that might 
be removed were of an older generation and 
that about 6,000 nuclear weapons would 
remain in Western Europe. 

Ihe plan to press fisrward with modenuza- 
tion while cuttipg back the number of nuclear 
warheads appeared to be a cUrect response to 
Soviet proposals announced on OcL 6 by 
Soviet. President Leonid Brezhnev. 

Brezhnev said the Soviet Union had 
unilaterally reduced the number of its mis- 
siles amn»rf at West European targets and 
would reduce them still further if NATO 
abandoned its plan to employ Pershing or 
cruise musiles aimed at the S^‘et capi^ 

He also announced unflateral withdrawal 
of up to 20,000 Soviet troops and 1 ,000 tanks 
from East Germany. 

NATO leaders welcomed the unilateral 
troop and tank withdrawals but were scepti- 
cal ^x>ut Che missile proposals. 

President Jimmy Carter said earlier this 
month that Moscow was withdrawing its old 


SS-4 and SS-S single warhead missiles and 
replacing them with the SS-20, a highly accu- 
rate triple- warhead misale with a for greater 
range, 

Ihe new U.S. proposal in effect parallels 
what the Soviet Union is doing — reducing 
overall numbers while improving its arsenal. 

The Soviet Union, has mounted a major 
campaign a^inst NATO deployment of the 
new U,S. misriles. 

Soviet Defense NUnister Dmitri Ustinov 
said Thursday such deployment would seri- 
ously complicate future disaimamem calks 
and destabilize U.S.-Soviet relations. 

In Ottawa, meanwhile. Western legislators 
Friday urged the Uuited States — and indi- 
re^y the U,S. Senate — to raiifv- its strategic 
arms limitation treaty iSALT U) with me 
Soviet Union and go ahead Viiih talks on 
reducing nuclear forces. 

The was made in a resolution passed by 

71 votes to none by the North Atlantic 
Assembly, with 38 abstentions including all 
12 U.S. delegates. 

The parliamentarians from the IS North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization < N ATOl coun- 
tries urged Washington to consult its allies 
*'ftiUy and reguiarly..x7n all aspects of the 
(SALT m) negotiation, in particular on 
those pertaining to theater nuclear forces.” 

U.S. backers of SALTn predicted chat the 
vote, as a formal eiqsresrion of West Euro- 
pean opinion, wd(ild influence undecided 
senators in tire fortbeoming voting on the 
treaty. But opponents of the pact said it 
would have no effect. 

In another resolution at its annual session 
the assembly urged Western governments and 
the NATO Council, which' meets in 
December, to agree on a nuclear moderniza- 
tion program.

NATO may withdraw missiles 


LONDON, Oct. 27 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Abel Muzorewa Saturday accepted a Bift- 
ish plan to rule Zimbabwe Rhodesia before 
new electioos, meaning he is prepared to 
relinquish ofB« to a British governor. 

”We have placed our country and out 
nation before any self-interest,” the cous- 
crys first black prime mhuster declared in a 
solemn address to a full session of the 
Btitidt-^nsored talks. 

Muaorewa's decision left the opposing Pat- 
riotic Front guerrilla alliance isolated in its 
rejection of British plan on grounds that it 

leaves government security forces under 
white leadership. 

However, ttre U-S.-educared Methodist 
bishop said “the definitire details” and 
arrangements for implementing the plan 
must be reached, an apparent reforence to a 
cease-fire in the seven-year war against tile 
white minority government. 

Hie British plan calls for a British governor 
to Ttde during a few months tranation and to 
supervise new elections, backed by the gov- 
ernment security forces. 

On Friday the From denounced the prop- 
osals as “outrageowf' mid demanded a 
United Nations peace-keeping force and pai- 
ticipation by ics fighters in the army. 

Muzorewa said he was persuaded to accept 
the British plan in the interests of peace and 


by Britain's promise it would lift economic 
sanctions as soon as a governor set foot in 
Safisbury, marking the emd of 14 years of 
rebellion. 

Muzorewa' s foreign minister David 
Mukome told a news conference that minis- 
ters in tile present Salisbury biradal coalition 
would retain th$ir portfolios after the arrival 
of a British governor, 

Throug^ut the 19-nunute meeting tibe 
Patriotic Front remained adamant in its 
refusal of the plan, saying members were 
afriaid to return home for the rampaign as 
long as Muzorewa’s forces held sway 

Front , qrokesmen accused Biitain and 
Muzorewa of coming to tiie seven-week-old 
conference already in secret coUusion. 

Spokesmeo quoted leader Joshua Nkomo 
as telling the British: ” We will not allow Bri- 
tain to organize a massacre of our people just 
becai^ they want to get out. 

British Foreign Secretary Lord Caning- 
toif s deputy, Sr Ian GUmour, who presded 
Saturday, described the Patriotic Proofs 
traositioa plan as a “zedpe for dehdiock and 
confrisioo.'’

Fighting erupted between suppor- 
ters of Christian Democrat leader Jose 
Napeoion Duarte, who spent the past 
seven years in exte in Venezuela and 
leftists who refuse to recognize tbe 
authority of this oounoys new j'uota. 
Duarte has gfven tentative support to 
tbe junta. 

Witnesses said the violence started 
when Duarte backers di^iaced rela- 
tives of alleged political prisoners and 
•missing persons who were staging a 
hunger strike where a pro-Duarte i^y 
was planned. 

One witness said a member of the 
Marxist ^pular United A^ion Fronc 
(FAFU) urged Duarte backers to join 
in the efibrt of the leftist to locate 
alleged political prisoners and missing 
persons. 

“Bottles and rocks fell from erery- 
where” the witness said adding that 
one of the hunger strikers was 
wounded by gimfire.
